As  of  12/31/2010  there  were  128  operational  treatment  courts:  85  adult,  16  juvenile,  13  family, 
12  designated  DWI,  1  veteran,  and  1  reintegration.  The  commission  provided  funding  to  50 
treatment  court  jurisdictions  that  include  125  operational  treatment  courts.

As  of  12/31/2010  there  have  been  a  total  of  9,820  treatment  court  graduates. 

A  total  of  539  babies  have  ever  been  born  to  female  participants  during  treatment.  492  of  these 
have  been  born  drug  free. 

•  2  drug-free  babies  were  born  to  participants  that  exited  treatment  court  during  this 
reporting  period. 

•  No  drug-exposed  babies  were  born  to  participants  that  exited  treatment  court 
during  this  reporting  period.
